mals youths of the State, between 
16 and 19 years of age, except those 
regularly employed as a means of 
Mvelihood. The course is to be 
given after school hours and pro- 
vision is made for‘summer volunteer 
camps. 

The Stivers bill authorizing the 
Governor to order the enrollment 
of all male citizens between. 18 ang

Legislation on Hand. 


{BY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The 
Glass rural credits bill providing for 
a Federal farm loan board and a 
system of twelve land banks passed 
the House late today by a vote of 
4295 to 10. A similar measure al- 
ready has passed the Senate and the 
differences probably will be worked 
out soon in conference. | 

Little opposition was encountered 
by the bill, which was piloted 
through the House by Representa- 
tive Glass of Virginia and Repre- 
sentative Phelan of Massachusetts. 
Under its terms, the land banks 
would lend money to farmers at not 
more than 6- per cent. interest 
through local associations, mort- 
gages running from five to thirty- 
six years.

BOTH CLAMA 
MORAL 


After sixteen years of litigation, 
the action brought by the Santa Ana 
River Development Company against 
the Pidneer Ranch Company, involv- 
ing the water rights of the Sante 
Ana River, was settled yesterday. 
Both sides claim to have won a sub- 
stantial victory but the honors seem 
to be with the palintiff. 

Under the ruling of the court the 
defendants are prohibited from irri- 
gating their lands between the river 
and what is known as the divide in 
the watershed of Mill and Chino 
creeks. But the defendants won out 
in being allowed to irrigate all lands 
between the divide and the Santa 
Ana River. This covers about 300 
acres. 

Former Judge Keech of Santa 
Ana, who represented the plaintiff, 
Stated that the court gave his cliens 
all they really cared for, and that 
the matter of using the waters of 
Santa Ana River between the divide 
ol that waterway, was not impor- 


The litigation had its inception 
sixteen years ago, but the case lay 
dormant from the time Judge 
Erskine M. Ross was promoted to 
the United States Circuit Court 
bench until Judge Trippett was ap- 
pointed to the District Court bench.

DESERT COUNTRY DELIGHTS 


AUTOMOBILE TRAVELERS. ‘ 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH } 

ST. THOMAS (Nev.) May 15 (by 
messenger to Moapa.)—Of all the 
desert roads of the great Southwest 
none holds such a wonderful sight 
Presented in such a dramatic man- 
mer as the Arrowhead trail between 
Las Vegas and St. Thomas at which 
latter place the Cactus Kate party 
acTrived tonight. For fifty miles from 
Las Vegas the tourist on the Arrow- 
head trail travels over typical bar- 
ren desert country, a vast valley 
rimmed with rugged barren hills and 
carpeted with the interminible 
creosote bushes. Finally the road en- 
ters a range of iow hills, drops into 
a deep box canyon and sudégenly 
leads the tourist round a bend of 
the canyon wall into view of the 
great red sandstone rike of the Big 
Muddy Valiey. 

Up-flung two and three hundred 
feet in air the great wall of glow- 
ing stone stretches for miles into the 
the soft rock carved 
by the whimsical desert wind into 
thousands upon thousands of weird 
shapes and columns all of reds and 
purple so fervid that it appears at 
first glance as though the gnass was 
still glowing with carth’s central 
fires. This bit of scenery is less 
known than any other wonderful 
scenic feature in Amefrice, but in 
years to come it is safe to say that 
it wtll draw thousands of motor 
tourists over the Arrowhead trail. 

The road that makes it accessible 
is new, having been constructed only 
a Wttle over a year ago, and two or 
three cut-offs have been completed 
Only two months ago. It was built 
at a cost of some $3000 through the 
efforta of good road of Las 
Vegas and St. Thomas who realized 
the wonde?ful attraction the sand- 
stone dike will prove. 

St. Thomas at the end of today’s 
run is a beautiful little town that 
nestles under huge cottonwoods in 
the bottom lands of the Big Muddy 
River. The fertite green alfalfa 
fields that surround the town are in 
strange contrast to the desolate bar- 
ren desert hills above them. A 
branch of the Salt Lake road con- 
nectse St. Thomas with Moapa, and 
much rich copper ore is being 
shipped from here at present. The 
Grand Guich mine is hauling copper 
ore forty-six miles to St. Thomas, 
but with copper at 30 cents and ore 
that runs in car lots as high as 56 
per cent. even this long haul is prof- 
itabie.
